California law provides that

The 
agency then sells bonds to fi­ 
nance capital improvements in 
the area and collects the in­ 
creased property taxes attribut­

When the redevelopment bonds 
are 
paid 
off, 
the freeze on 
asse ss m e n t for o th er taxing 
ag en cies in the com m unity 
ends. 
The draft ordinance does not 
specify which lands would be 
included in the redevelopment 
area. A survey of lands consid­ 
ered likely to be included will 


be made before final bounda­ 
ries are drawn. 
Financial consultant Vernon 
Perry suggested the council in­ 
clude every possible piece of 
land in the survey area, be­ 
cause land not in the survey 
area cannot be included in the 
redevelopment area. 
Councilman Allan N. Littman 
disagreed, saying, “ We should 
only put in the study those 
areas which we can reasonably 
expect to include in the redevel­ 
opment area.” 
Littman stressed the need for 
additional parking, harbor fa­ 
cilities and nontourist-oriented 
businesses downtown. 
The draft ordinance could be 
adopted in two weeks, but the 
redevelopm ent agency would 
not 
become official until an 
additional 30 days had elapsed. 
According to City .Mgr. Bert A. 
Balmer, it will take about two 
or three months for his staff to 
prepare a thorough report on 
the economics involved and the 
suggested areas to be included. 
Councilman Branwell D. F an­ 
ning, speaking of the long road 
ahead, said, “ With tonight’s ac­ 
tion, we’re really just starting 
the clock running.” 


Inmates Take Over 
Jail, Hold Hostages 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -W ith 
shouts of “you’re going to have 
to kill every one of us,” about 
50 prisoners took over part of 
the District of Columbia jail 
today, seized the city’s correc­ 
tions director and threatened to 
kill him. 
More than 200 police and 
guards sealed off the jail 19 
blocks east of the U.S. Capitol, 


and brought in a dozen families 
of the inmates to plead for the 
release of Corrections Director 
Kenneth Hardy and nine other 
hostages. 


Some of the family m embers 
talked from the prison yard to 
the fourth floor cellblock of the 
century-old m axim um security

Code Yet 


On Building 


The San Anselmo City Coun­ 
cil last night adopted the strict­ 
est regulation of building in the 
county. (Another San Anselmo 
Council story, page 5.) 


- The vote was 4-1, with Coun­ 
cilman Woodrow V. Capurro 
casting the negative vote, say­ 
ing that the ordinance is “ too 
strict” and shouldn’t be passed 
until the general plan is com­ 
pleted. 


The measure went into effect 
immediately and will remain in 
effect for one year. 
It 
p r e v e n t s 
p e r m a n e n t 
change of any sort on all unde­ 
veloped lots and all commercial 
lots, developed or not. without a 
use permit. Other cities have 
exempted smaller parcels from 
the regulation. 
The most vociferous speaker 
at the public hearing was David 
Greenlee, executive director of 
Marin Builders Exchange, who 
a tta c k ed the proposed o rd i­ 
nance as “ unnecessary” and 
warned that taxes w'ould rise as 
a result of assessed valuations 
being frozen. 
The ordinance includes sever­ 
al exemptions: proposed subdi­ 
visions approved by the plan­ 
ning commission or city council 
within the previous 18 months: 
lands for which a grading, ex­ 
cavating, fill or building permit 
has been approved, and lands 
considered by the planning 
commission prior to adoption of 
the ordinance. 
Councilmen wanted also to 
exempt single parcels of 7,500 
square feet or less zoned R-l 
(single-family dwelling) not con­ 
tiguous w'ith other undeveloped

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To Cut Taxes 
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SACRAMENTO 
(UPI )-Gov. 
Ronald Reagan, frustrated by 
years of legislative defeats, is 
proposing to give California 
voters a chance to cut their 
income taxes by 10 per cent, 
reduce property taxes and pro­ 
vide more money for schools. 
In a move described by a 
Republican lawm aker as “ ob­ 
viously calculated” to counter 
the Watson property limitation 
initiative on next m onth’s bal­ 
lot. Reagan yesterday pledged 
to take his $1.1 billion package 
directly to the voters unless the 
legislature approves it by Jan. 
30. 
Under the proposed 10 per 
cent across-the-board income 
tax cut. a married couple with 
two children who grossed $15,- 
000 a year and filed a joint 
return with standard deductions 
would pay $24 less —$220 in­ 
stead of $244. 
The sa m e couple grossing 
$12.000 would pay $112 instead 
of $124 while the same couple 
with a $25,000 income would 
pay $778 instead of $864. 
In 
a speech today to the 
California Real Estate Associa­ 
tion in San Francisco, strong 
supporters of the Watson plan, 
Reagan warned the initiative 
would 
“shackle” Californians 
with an unbearable tax burden. 
“ I cannot quarrel with the 
frustration that has prompted 
you and other groups to support 
Prop. 14," Reagan said in a 
prepared text. 
“ But after the most careful 
analysis of the overall impact, 
we have come to the realization 
that it just does not do the job 
and it w'ould create more prob­ 
lems than it would solve,” he 
said. 


Loeb Denies 
Letters Phony 


MANCHESTER, N.H. (UPI) 
—Publisher William Loeb of the 
Manchester Union Leader says 
two letters-to-the-editor claim­ 
ing Sen. Edmund S. Muskie, D- 
M aine, re fe rre d to French- 
Americans as “ canucks” were 
“ authentic.” 
A W ashington Post story 
charging the White House with 
fabricating one of the letters tc 
hurt Muskie’s chances in the 
New Hampshire prim ary w'as 
“ nonsense,” Loeb said.

Assem­ 
bly Democratic Speaker Bob 
Moretti said he favors property 
tax cuts and more money for 
schools rather than an income 
tax reduction. Moretti said he 
“ still expects” Reagan will join 
him in securing Senate approv­ 
al of their jointly sponsored $1.2 
billion tax shift and school fi­ 
nance bill. The Senate turned it 
down last August by four votes 
and Moretti said he is now 
“ within two votes” of obtaining 
the 27 needed for Senate pas­ 
sage. 
Under Reagan’s latest pro­ 
posal. which would be subject 
to voter ratification if passed 
by the legislature, personal in­ 
come taxes would be reduced 
by about $200 million while the 
statewide sales tax would be 
boosted from five to six cents 
on the dollar, an increase of 
about $600 million.

been responsible for the attack 
on the French compound. 
Laird said he wras investigat­ 
ing to see if the explosion at the 
French mission was caused by 
an American bomb but that he 
could not be certain whether it 
was caused by “ a faulty bomb 
drop by a pilot or by a faulty 
SAM missile.” 
“ It is regretted,” Laird said. 
“ ...I cannot state emphatically

the agency board chose Mid- 
City Developers Inc. to com­ 
plete development of the re­ 
maining 36 acres of residential 
land 
in the red ev elo p m en t 
project. 


The firm won out over four 
other companies which had sub­ 
mitted proposals for all or part 
oi the land. Losers in the com ­ 
petition were Subsidized Hous­ 
ing, Inc., of Beverly Hills; In­ 
land Steel Corp of Chicago. 
Barry Slatt Mortgage Co. of 
San F ran cisc o , and L arw in 
Corp. of Los Angeles. 
The Mid-City proposal had 
also been the choice of the 
agency’s project area com m it­ 
tee (formed to advise in rede­ 
velopment matters), a real es­ 
tate consultant hired by the 
agency and the Marin County 
Planning Department. 
A ccording to W allace 
K. 
Shepherd, agencv executive di­ 


recto r. the county planning 
staff thought the Washington 
company’s plan was the best 
from an architectural stand­ 
point and closest to the county's 
m aster plan tor Marin City. 
The agency board also agreed 
to enter contract negotiation 
with Mid-City and appointed 
chairman George H. Gnoss Jr. 
and 
board 
m e m b e r 
Collie 
Gaines to represent the agency. 
The board will consider a 
final contract at an adjourned 


meeting at 8 p.m. Tuesday. 
The Mid-City proposal calls 
for 284 studio, one-bedroom and 
two-bedroom apartm ents which 
will rent from $180 to $275 a 
month and 160 sale condomi­ 
niums, $32.000 to $35,000 per 
unit. 


The firm would pay the agen­ 
cy $1.1 million for the land. 
Total cost of the development 
will be $10.7 million.

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McGovern Outlines 
War-Ending Policy 


CHICAGO (UPI)—George S. McGovern 
today rejected charges by Republican 
critics that his seven-point plan to end 
the Vietnam War was tantamount to a 
surrender but conceded that his peace 
program was “ not risk free.” 
McGovern pointed out that if the Unit­ 
ed States withdrew all its forces from 
\ietnam 90 days after his inauguration, 
the Saigon government would be left with 
an army of more than a million men plus 
all the equipment that the United States 
has provided to the South Vietnamese. 
Appearing on the Today Show (NBC), 
McGovern said “ that is not exactly a 
surrender.” 
McGovern said he would not want to 
see South Vietnam come under a Com­ 
munist government but added that, no 
matter how long the United States re­ 
mained in Indochina, eventually it would 
be a decision the South Vietnamese 
people would have to make. 
“ My proposal is not risk free —no 
proposal is—but there is no other way to 
get out,” McGovern added. 
He said that “ we have to face the 
uncomfortable fact that the only way we 
can assure” the Saigon regime the gov­ 
ernment it wants would be to remain in 
force in South Vietnam 
But McGovern said that would mean 
the prisoners of war would never be 
freed and the United States would have 
to pay $1 billion a month. 
( He again charged that President Nixon 
“ has never given any assurance that he 
would end the war” and added he did not 
believe that special emissary Henry Kis­ 
singer could reach a settlement with the 
North Vietnamese without a prior end to 
the bombing. 
The Democratic presidential nominee, 
who began campaigning before dawn 
today, presented his peace proposal in a 
-10-minute prime time television program 
Tuesday night. 
McGovern said “our sons have asked 
for jobs and we have sent them to an 
Asian jungle; our sons have asked for an 
education, and we have taught them how 
to kill; our sons have asked for a full 


measure of time—and 50.000 of them 
have been lost before their time. 
“So let us seize the chance to lift from 
our sons and ourselves the terror of war 
and bestow the blessings of peace.” 


In effect, the plan was a restatement of 
McGovern’s policy toward the Indochina 
conflict with two new additions. 
The South Dakota senator— for a long 
time considered a one-issue (the war) 
candidate— revealed he would send his 
vice-president, Sargent Shriver, to Hanoi 
to speed the release of American prison­ 
ers-of-war and would seek to salvage 
U.S. military material. 


McGovern’s seven-point peace plan: 
Immediately after taking the oath of 
office, he would cease the bombing: 
terminate shipments of military supplies; 
begin the withdrawal, to be completed in 
90 days, of American forces for Vietnam, 
Cambodia, and Laos, and retrieval of 
salvagable equipment. 
Notify North Vietnam, that the United 
States expects the release of all prison­ 
ers-of-war, an accounting of the missing 
in action, and pledge to no longer inter­ 
fere in the internal politics of Vietnam. 
Send Shriver to Hanoi in an effort to 
speed the return of POWs. 
After all prisoners are returned, U.S. 
bases in Thailand would be closed down 
and U.S. naval craft taken out of Indo­ 
china waters. 
Once the political situation is worked 
out by the Vietnamese, the United States 
would join in repairing the wreckage of 
the war. 
An expanded program for veterans 
with the guarantee of a good job or a 
fully-funded education. 
Amnesty, with a suggestion that draft 
evaders volunteer for two years of public 
service duty. 
Shortly after watching himself on telev­ 
ision, McGovern, shepherded by Chicago 
Mayor Richard J. Daley and Sen. Adlai 
Stevenson, spoke at a $15-a-plate fund 
raising dinner that grew so large it had 
to be spread over nine banquet rooms in 
two hotels.

One Teacher Walkout Is 
Over, Others Continuing

Teachers in Racine, Wis., are returning 
to work today, ending a 17-day strike, but 
similar walkouts in New York and Penn­ 
sylvania still bar school doors to more 
than 23,000 children. 


In Providence, R.I., where city authori­ 
ties have disowned a mandatory busing 
program, police are maintaining order in 
three racially troubled high schools. 
Members of the Racine Education As­ 
sociation voted 1,031 to 108 Tuesday night 
to return to work today on a temporary 
basis under a conciliation plan proposed 
by a judge. Some 1,500 teachers in the 
Wisconsin city have been on strike since 
Sept. 25, keeping 31,500 students out of 
class. 


The Racine plan calls for a mediator 
appointed by the American Arbitration 
Association to meet with both sides for 


five consecutive days in an effort to iron 
out a new contract. 
If no agreem ent is reached in the five 
days, the m ediator will present nonbind­ 
ing recom m endations to the two sides. 
After another two days, he would release 
his proposals to Circuit Judge Howard 
Durocher, who devised the plan. 
No progress toward a settlem ent was 
reported in the Pennsylvania districts of 
D uquesne, C lairton, South A llegheny, 
North Cam bria, Claysburg Kimmel and 
Charleroi, where strikes affected close to 
20,000 students, 
or in Conklin, N.Y., 
where more than 3,000 children are being 
kept out of school. 
Teachers in North Hills, Pa., returned 
to classes Tuesday, ending the longest 
school strike in the state’s history. It 
began Aug. 24. Classes in Cornell, Pa., 
closed since Sept. 1, reopen today. 


PEKING (UPI-DPAV-West G erm any 
and China established diplom atic rela­ 
tions today and im m ediately discussed 
plans for strengthening links between the 
two countries. 
West German Foreign M inister Walter 
Scheel, who arrived in Peking Tuesday, 
signed the agreem ent with Chinese F op« 
eign Minister Chi Peng-fei in the festival 
hall of the National People’s Congress, 
the Chinese parliam ent.

The governm ent news agency Mana 
reported that one unidentified tribal chief 
has ordered m em bers of the fundamen­ 
talist sect to leave their homes in his 
area but Mana gave no further details. 
Sources within the sect said large 
num bers of witnesses have fled to neigh­ 
boring Mozambique and Zam bia to es­ 
cape the killing. 
The Jehovah’s Witnesses were banned 
in Malawi in 1967, because its m em bers

Tuesday Superior Court Judge Morton 
Colvin agreed to delay the beginning of 
Magee’s trial, but refused to postpone the 
case until Jan. 10 as requested by attor­ 
ney Robert Carrow. 
The trial was to have started Oct. 18.

HONOLULU (UPI) - The 
first dock strike in Hawaii in 23 
years was settled yesterday, 
ending two days of panic buy­ 
ing by islanders who anticipat­ 
ed long, drawn-out negotiations. 


Announcement that the two- 
day strike had ended followed 
intensive marathon talks be­ 
tween the International Long­ 
shorem en’s and W arehouse­ 
men’s Union and four Hawaii 
stevedoring companies. 
Within an hour of contract 
settlement for 300 allied work­ 
ers, such as maintenance, serv­ 
ice and security personnel, 
pickets w’ere removed from the 
Honolulu waterfront 


Lid To Be Lifted 


MANILA (UPI) — Informa­ 
tion Secretary Francisco S. Ta- 
tad said today the Philippine 
government hopes to lift cen­ 
sorship shortly on international 
news agency dispatches. 
At the same time. Tatad said 
there was a feeling, “ and also a 
fear,” on the government’s part 
that some Philippine newspa­ 
pers, radio and television net­ 
works closed down under mar­ 
tial law might not be able to 
resume operations. 


Wife Of Longest-Held POW 
Files Dissolution Papers 


OAKLAND, Calif. (UPI)—The 
wife of a Navy flier, America’s 
longest-held prisoner of war in 
North Vietnam, is seeking a 
divorce despite alleged Navy 
attempts to stop her. 
The wife of Lt. Everett Alvar­ 
ez Jr. filed a petition for disso­ 
lution of marriage in July 1970. 
but the proceedings didn't come 
to light until this week when the 
pilot’s sister reported it to a 
newspaper. 
Tangee Alvarez, 32, had been 
married to her husband only 
eight months when he was shot 
down over the Gulf of Tonkin in 
August 1964. She told her attor­ 
neys she waited for his return 
until she felt she could wait no 
longer. 
Her lawyer, Myron Tower, 
San Leandro, Calif., said the 
Navy tried to stop the divorce 


on grounds the action would 
badly hurt his morale and 
might give the North Vietnam­ 
ese a lever to pry out informa­ 
tion. 


Towers also said the Navy 
prohibited direct communica­ 
tions with the prisoner and the 
summons was finally served 
through the Department of Na­ 
vy in Washington. 


San Jose attorney Richard J. 
Wylie, representing Alvarez, 
said he doubts the validity of 
such a procedure. 
“Our position is that Mrs. 
Alvarez couldn’t obtain juris­ 
diction over him because of 
lack of personal service of the 
summons,” he said. 
But Towers said the divorce 
should be resolved in the next 
three to four weeks. Grounds 


for the action are “ irreconcila­ 
ble differences.” 
“ She’s a young woman who’s 
been waiting five or six years 
for a man who may never come 
hom e,” Towers said. 
He added, “ You have to pity 
both of them, it is really heart­ 
breaking.” 
The attorney said the petition 
asks only for “ dissolution” of 
the relationship and community 
property was not part of the 
action.

Plans Gain 


Second Nod 
The San Rafael Planning 
Commission last night took a 
look at its first “ environmental 
impact study,” something now 
required for all developments 
not considered “ trivial” under 
a recent state Supreme Court 
decision. 
The result was recommended 
approval for the second time 
for a project north of the Marin 
Civic Center. 
The staff, in a report discuss­ 
ing economic, physical and 
traffic impact of contractor Ar­ 
thur B. Nicolaisen’s proposed 
Northgate East, had found that 
“ aspects . . . that are detrimen­ 
tal have been mitigated to a 
major degree . . . ” 
In accordance with an earlier 
traffic study, city staff said that 
the plan for a six-story office 
building, restaurant and other 
development across Highway 
.101 from Terra Linda would not 
create traffic problems. 
Several residents of Terra 
Linda disagreed with this con­ 
clusion last night, as they have 
m the past. One Terra Linda 
woman, Jean Starkweather, 
called the ’3,000 to 4,000 cars to 
be added a day, bad planning.” 
* The study estimated that the 
project would generate $10,000 
to $11,000 a year in property 
.taxes as compared to a $7,000 to 
1&8.000 if the site were used for a 
motel complex, as had once 
been proposed. 
The staff also said buildings 
planned for the project would 
make good use of the already 
heavily graded property. 
The matter was sent back to 
the city council for review on 
Oct. 30. 
The commission was also ad­ 
vised last night that it and the 
city staff can term certain mat­ 
ters “ trivial” so that environ­ 
mental impact studies will not 
be needed. 
The studies are now required 
as a result of a Supreme Court 
decision in a case where con­ 
servationists successfully 
blocked a proposed develop­ 
ment in Mono County on the 
grounds such a study was nec­ 
essary. 
Planning Director Herbert G. 
Hotchner said the city is adver­ 
tising for a senior planner to 
handle such plans as well as 
work on the city’s general plan 
and redevelopment. The job 
will pay a salary range of 
$13,092 to $15,86#. 
The San Rafael Planning 
Commission also: 
RED EVELO PM EN T - After 
brief discussion postponed further 
consideration of the city’s rede­ 
velopment plan to a public hear­ 
ing Oct. 24 scheduled by the city 
council.

PREZONING — Recommended 
approval by the city council of 
zoning and planning guidelines 
for the Terra Linda Community 
Services District territory compa­ 
rable to those now existing. 
EA S E M E N T — Approved a 
transmission line easement in 
East San Rafael for a Pacific Gas 
and Electric Co. transmission line 
on towers to the Greenbrae sub­ 
station. 
APARTMENTS — Turned down 
requests by a 3-3 vote for multi­ 
ple-residential developments at 
127 Ross Street and 320 Bayview 
Street because of the size of the 
lots. The commission, however, 
approved a use permit for multi­ 
ple units at 122 Ross Street on a 
26.000-square-foot site.

Quarry Site Rezoning 
Agreement Delayed 


The Corte Madera Planning 
Commission failed to reach 
agreement last night on rezon- 
ing the so-called Quarry Site for 
various residential uses —a 
matter which has been the sub­ 
ject of official town scrutiny 
since February. 
After four inconclusive 
motions aimed at sending the 
Meadowsweet Drive project to 
the city council, the commis­ 
sion decided to try again at its 
next meeting Nov. 13. 
A majro roadblock was the 
absence of Commissioner 
James W. McClintock, leaving 
the panel with only four mem­ 
bers. Chairman C. William 
Thomas expressed hope 
McClintock, who is ill, would 
return at the next session. 
Before the commission was 
an application to rezone the 
23.69-acre property, owned by 
American Savings and Loan 
Association, from high density 
multiple dwelling to multiple 
and single-family residential, 
both low and medium density. 
The recommendation was 
based on a study of the proper­ 
ty by Sedway and Cooke of San 
Francisco, town planning con­ 
sultants, brought into the pic­ 
ture after the commission ear­ 
lier this year proposed that the 
entire acreage be designated 
for medium density single-fami­ 
ly use. 
Amid cries of hardship by an 
American Savings representa­ 
tive, pleas by residents for tight 


controls and the commission’s 
own indecision, the rezoning 
discussion sputtered on for 
more than an hour. 
Members of the audience and 
at least one commissioner, Wil­ 
liam Collier, held out the possi­ 
bility the city council might 
wish to acquire the land as 
open space. 
Basing his proposal on the 
Sedway and Cooke report, Com­ 
missioner David I. Freed first 
moved that a 5.85-acre bowl on 
the site be rezoned to low densi­ 
ty multiple residential, with re- 
mapping of the remainder of 
the site to be held for study in 
view of its hilly characteristics. 
When it became apparent 
that wouldn’t pass, motions 
were made to obtain legal opin­ 
ions from the town attorney on 
a proper course of action; to 
rezone the land to medium 
density single family, and to 
accept a variety of uses as 
outlined by Sedway and Cooke. 
Only one, to rezone to medium 
density single family, came to a 
vote, and the commission dead­ 
locked 2-2, Collier and Thomas 
approving of the move. 
Attorney Julius Selinger, rep­ 
resenting American Savings, 
didn’t like Freed’s plan for 
further study of certain parts of 
the property, calling it an “ eva­ 
sion of responsibility.” And, he 
noted, the whole issue seemed 
to be making too many laps 
“ around the old Mulberry 
bush.”

MADERA D EL PRESID IO - 
Pending a possible new environ­ 
mental report arising from last 
month's state Supreme Court de­ 
cision. approved several design 
standards for the first unit of the 
Madera del Presidio development 
above Koch Luggage. The devel­ 
opment is the subject of a court 
battle initiated by town residents. 
HIDDEN VA LLEY - Because 
the matter didn’t come up until 
late in the meeting, continued 
until Nov. 13 consideration of a 
tentative map for unit 6 of the 
Hidden Valley development off 
South Way.

Plan For Empire State 


Building To Regain Title 


NEW YORK (UPD-For al­ 
most 40 years, the Empire 
State Building reigned as the 
tallest in the world. 
The building survived a fic­ 
tional attack by King Kong, and 
a real airplane crash into its 
side in 1945. Last year, it be­ 
came the second tallest in the 
world. By the end of next year, 
it is threatened with becoming 
third tallest. 
To halt the relative decline, 
Robert Jones, a prominent New 
York architect, announced 
Tuesday that he is investigating 
the possibility of increasing the 
Empire State’s height by 11 
stories, thus making it once 
again the tallest in the world. 
“ We have convinced our­ 
selves it can be done,” Jones 
said The final decision, howev­ 
er. would be up to the owners of 
the building, the Empire State 
Building Association. An offi­ 


cial said a decision has not yet 
been made. 
Built in the 1930s. the Empire 
State is 1,250 feet high. Last 
year, when the World Trade 
Center at the southern tip of 
Manhattan was topped out, the 
Empire State became 100 feet 
shorter than the trade center. 
In Chicago, the Sears Tower is 
due to be completed late next 
year or early in 1974. It is to be 
1,450 feet high. 
If the additions are made to 
the 102-story Empire State, it 
would become 1,494 feet high. 
Presently, 86 floors of the 
building are office space, and 
the top 16 stories are a tower 
with observation decks and me­ 
chanical equipment.

In spite of the protest the 
French governm ent did not ex­ 
pressly pin the incident on U.S. 
aviation. 


“ We are waiting for more 
inform ation,” a Foreign Minis­ 
try spokesman said. “ Commu­ 
nication ines with our Hanoi 
people, as you can imagine, are 
interrupted.” 


V ietnam C om m unists said 
raiding U.S. w arplanes were 
responsible for the legation's 
destruction. 


Despite the bitter Hanoi and 
Viet Cong statem ents Kissin­ 
ger, President Nixon’s personal 
envoy, conferred with the North 
Vietnamese today for the fourth 
consecutive day-the longest the 
secret talks have been held. 
With him were Le Due Tho, 
m em ber of the ruling North 
V ie tn a m e s e P o litb u ro , and 
Xuan Thuy, chief of Hanoi's 
delegation to the Paris peace 
talks 


Hanoi and French news re­ 
ports said the legation was de­ 
stroyed by U.S. bombs. The 
U.S. m ilitar com mand in Sai­ 
gon said the U.S. planes struck 
“ north of the area in which the 
French delegation building is 
located” and said North Viet­ 
nam ese SAM missiles “ could 
have impacted on the ground 
after missing the a irc ra ft.” 
The North Vietnam ese dele­ 
gation to the Paris negotiations 
said the sudden swoop of 20 
U.S. warplanes over Hanoi at 
noon was “ an extrem ely grave 
act of escalation. We vigorously 
condemn the Nixon adm inistra­ 
tion for these attacks against 
Hanoi which do not even spare 
the diplomatic q u arter.” 
The Viet Cong in a sim ilar 
communique issued to the press 
said the d estru c tio n of the 
French legation was “ a deliber­ 
ate act. The Americans cannot 
pretend it is an error because 
they know the city.” 
But, in the absence of any 
White House statem ent to the 
contrary, the negotiations were 
believed by observers to have 
continued their increased pace 
with U.S. elections less than 
four weeks way. 
And a 
spokesman 
for the 
North Vietnamese peace dele­ 
gation said its m em bers would 
ta k e th e ir places as usual 
around the conference table for 
the 614th session of the dead­ 
locked P an s peace talks Thurs­ 
day. 
French government officials 
pnvately said that although the 
bombing incident was tragic 
France was not likely to de­ 
m and th a t the negotiations 
move to another country. 
The Foreign Ministry said the 
French am bassador to China 
bad been sent to Hanoi. 
The bombing raid cam e a 
scant 24 hours after Kissinger 
reported to the French govern­ 
ment Tuesday on the progress 
on his peace negotiations. Kis­ 
singer met with French Foreign 
M inister M aurice Schum ann 
who im m ediately reported to 
Pompidou. 
The Vietnam ese News Agen­ 
cy (VNA) said “Susini suffered 
third degree burns on his body. 
A bomb splinter hit his left 
temple and cut an artery there. 
In spite of devoted care given 
him by Vietnam ese doctors, he 
is in serious condition.”

day afternoon that if the legis­ 
lature turns him down as it has 
done for years, he will person­ 
ally lead a cam paign to qualify 
it for the ballot as an initiative 
and call a special statewide 
election next year.

Reagan did not fix a price tag 
on the proposal, but adm inistra­ 
tion and legislative sources esti­ 
m ated it at around $1.1 billion. 
The governor sketched these 
general details: 
Reduce local property taxes 
by at least doubling the current 
hom eow ner’s tax exem ption 
from $750 to $1,500. 
Boost state aid tg low wealth 
schools by $200 million in funds 
from federal revenue sharing 
and earm ark about $250 million 
of the sales tax increase to roll 
back school property taxes. In 
his speech, he proposed a sys­ 
tem of flat grants of at least 
$055 per student in high school 
and $765 per elem entary stu­ 
dent. 
To assure that the property 
tax relief would be perm anent, 
school city and county tax rates 
would be frozen at approxi­ 
m ately Iheir current level with 
increases perm itted only with 
voter approval. 


Require that state taxes be 
increased only by a two-thirds 
vote 
of the legislature. The 
law m ak er now can approve 
most new taxes with a m ajority 
vote. 


A ssem blym an

Bagley of San Rafael, the As­ 
sem bly’s Republican tax expert 
who participated in the plan’s 
drafting, said it was “ obviously 
calculated” to counter Prop. 14 
on the Nov. 7 ballot, the tax 
lim itation initiative sponsored 
by Los Angeles County Asses­ 
sor Philip Watson Bagley said 
the proposal contains room for 
compromise. 


“To have credibility with the

The Reagan plan also would 
increase the banks and corpora­ 
tions tax by one per cent to 8.5 
per cent for corporations and 
12.6 per cent for banks, raising 
about $100 million.

Officials estim ate that wel­ 
fare and Medi-Cal savings will 
produce about $250 million on a 
continuing year-to-year basis.

Sears Warning On 
Belt Massagers 


CHICAGO (AP) — Sears, Roe­ 
buck and Co. says 11,000 belt 
m assagers it sold between De­ 
cem ber 1969 and Oct. 4 present 
a potential danger of serious 
electrical shock to their owners. 


The company issued a w arn­ 
ing Tuesday, asking all owners 
of m assagers with model No. 
449.29110 to bring the units to 
the nearest Sears outlet for 
repair. 
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In ad d itio n , M id-City p ro ­ 
posed the m ost comprehensive 
plan to involve community resi­ 
dents in the project. It plans to 
provide opportunities in em ­ 
p lo y m e n t, in v e s tm e n t an d 
training for residents. 
The developer has promised: 
1. To hire residents at almost 
every stage of construction and 
maintenance of the new devel­ 
opment.

3. To pursue construction of 
nearby shopping and recreation 
areas to enhance livability of 
Marin City. 
4. To assist residents in estab­ 
lishing m inority businesses. 
The firm 
has said it will 
refinance the 56-unit Oak Knoll 
Apartm ents in Marin City and 
give them without charge to a 
com munity group, yet to be 
formed, which would then own 
and operate them . Oak Knoll is 
currently in default on m ort­ 
gage paym ents and has been 
taken o v er by the F ed eral 
Housing Administration. 
Mid-City would also develop 
— on an interim basis — the 
T am alp a is High School D is­ 
tric t’s now vacant 30-acre prop­ 
e rty 
in 
th e 
redevelopm ent 
project as a recreational area 
until the district decides what it 
wants to do with the land, 
which it purchased from the 
agency for $60,000. 
The only

against granting Mid-City the 
development franchise was Ter- 
ance O’Mahoney, senior vice 
president of B arry Slatt, one of 
those subm itting proposals not 
chosen. 
Pointing to the problems the 
agency had had in the past by 
nam ing the California Develop­ 
ment Co. as its sole developer, 
O’Mahoney questioned whether 
the agency should pursue the 
sam e path as it had in the past.

Once the final contract is 
approved with Mid-City, their 
development plans will be sub­ 
mitted to the county planning 
commission and board of super­ 
visors for approval. 
If all goes well, Charles B. 
Davis, vice president of Mid- 
City, said the firm should be 
ready to begin construction in 
June of next year and complete 
it by January 1975. 


Richard Johnstone, 78,

Richard Johnstone of Lark­

Open Space 
Issue For 
April Ballot 


The San Anselmo Citv Coun­ 
cil last night agreed to place an 
open space bond issue on the 
ballot for the April 10, 1973, 
municipal election, but held off 
specifying a money figure until 
more data is collected. (Another 
San Anselmo council story 
page 1.) 


The proposal was made by 
Vice Mayor Lewis W. Stewart 
who was named chairman of a 
committee to organize and pub­ 
licize the bond issue. 


Councilmen were unanimous 
on the need for acquisition of 
open space parcels, but re­ 
frained from adopting any for­ 
mal measure until the city’s 
Citizens Open Space Committee 
tallies up undeveloped land in 
the city and recommends prior­ 
ities.

Hoy Partridge, chairman of 
the Marin County United Veter­ 
ans Council, told the board his 
organization supported a series 
of separate plaques — one for 
each war — since the doughboy 
statue is limited on space. 
In placing the plaques along 
the avenue, he said, space 
could be provided for honoring 
casualties of future wars. 
Fearon, a College of Marin 
student, said he supported the 
idea of separate plaques but 
questioned a comment from the 
veterans’ organization that the 
Vietnam plaque be placed at 
the w ar’s conclusion. 
Urging the plaque be placed 
now, Fearon said he doubted 
there would ever be a formal 
end to the war. 
At the suggestion of Supervi­ 
sor Louis H. Baar. the m atter

Big Telescope In 
Balloon Flight 


PALESTIN E, Tex. (U PI)— 
The largest telescope ever car­ 
ried by balloon lifted off at the 
scientific balloon flight station 
Tuesday night.

The council scheduled 8 
p.m. Dec. 11 to hear the appeal. 
Town A ttorney W allace S. 
Myers told the council the rul­ 
ing is retroactive to the Envi­ 
ronmental Quality Act of 1970, 
upon which the court decision is 
based. Myers also called for 
preparation of guidelines to de­ 
termine what development has 
significant impact on the envi­ 
ronment. 
The tentative map for Canon 
Village was approved by de­ 
fault after the planning com­ 
mission failed to act within a 
30-day deadline set. by town 
ordinance. 
It was unclear what effect 
delay of appeal of the decision 
on the tentative map will have 
on the planning commission's 
Oct. 26 hearing, scheduled to 
consider the project’s precise 
development plan.

“ I simply must take the Pres­ 
ident at his word.” Javits said 


at a news conference, but add­ 
ed: 


“ I do believe that our party 
ought to fully and frankly and 
directly say anything it knows 
about it.” 


Javits said he would discuss 
the matter with fellow liberal 
Republicans. 


Reacting to reports that Re­ 
publicans had secretly tried to 
disrupt the campaigns of Demo­ 
cratic presidential aspirants 
since mid-1971, Democrats were 
stepping up demands for an 


inquiry into Nixon’s reelection 
campaign.

McGovern who eventually out­ 
lasted 11 candidates for the 
Democratic nomination, Tues­ 
day night listed 10 separate 
acts of alleged sabotage that he 
said “ must have come from the 
Republicans. 


Sen. Edmund S. Muskie said 
an alleged GOP subterfuge 
against his campaign two 
weeks before the New Hamp­ 
shire primary was, if true, “ not 
a prank. This is a violation of 
law.” He said Nixon should 
respond directly to the charges. 
And House Banking chairman 
Wright Patman, D-Tex., re­ 


newed attempts to subpoena 
officials of Nixon’s campaign 
committee to answer questions 
about the alleged political espi­ 
onage. 


Tuesday’s actions followed a 
report in the Washington Pbst 
that Republicans since mid-1971 
had been following Democratic 
candidates and taking actions 
to sabotage their campaigns. 
The Post listed as sources FBI 
and Justice Department files 
and four lawyers who \yere 
invited, but refused to take part 
in the alleged subterfuge.

Reading Skill Problems 


Prompts Call For Study 


The Petaluma Board of Edu­ 
cation last night called for in­ 
tensive study to find out how 
programs can be strengthened 
to help students with reading 
problems. 


David Robbins, director of 
instructional services, said re­ 
sults of a testing program on 
2,280 students showed that 631 
were one or more years behind 
the average grade level in read­ 
ing skills. 
He recommended that a plan 
be prepared to help these stu­ 
dents, but told the board the 
figures should not be regarded 
as alarming. Robbins said the 
tests also showed 516 students 
were reading one or more years 
above the state average and 
that the bulk of students were 
progressing as they should. 
Members of the Association 
of Petaluma Area Teachers last 
year pointed to reading prob­ 
lems in the district and have 
agreed to join administrators in 
a complete study of the prob­ 
lem. 
Robbins said the committee 
would review how facilities and 


aides might be used to help 
students and that elementary 
schools will be studied to pin­ 
point which traditionally send 
the weakest students to junior 
high schools. 
Robbins told the board that 
the high mobility factor of stu­ 
dents may also play a large 
role in lowering reading ability. 
He said the average turnover in 
elementary schools has reached 
35 per cent. 
In other business, the board 
hired and set salaries for four 
teachers including Alvin Bald­ 
win, $6,397; Candace Ford, $6,- 
642; Heidee Lenzi, $3,355 part 
time, and Metha Schuler, $3,178 
part time.

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Stinson Beach Goes To 
jBattle Against Phoners

4 Residents of the tiny hamlet 
of Stinson Beach went o battle 
Yesterday against the giant Pa­ 
cific Telephone and Telegraph 
Co. in an attempt to obtain 
better service for their area. 
The first skirmish was fought 
in the tinson Beach Communi­ 
ty Center where a hearing offi­ 
cer for the California Public 
Utilities Commission listened to 
complaints about the compa­ 
ny’s West Marin operation 
Seven Tesidente — who testi­ 
fied before hearing officer 
Parke L. Boneysteele — told of 
a variety of problems, from 
pbones that don’t work to bills 
clogged with calls never made. 
About 20 persons attended 
y esterd ay ’s hearing session, 
while another 130 from both 
Stinson Beach and Bolinas sent 
signatures on petitions detailing 
grievances and calling for im­ 
provements in service. 
The residents, led by Robert 
B. Dieter, a television repair 
shop owner, are asking that the 
phone company set up an un­ 
manned office in their commu­ 
nity to house equipment now 
located in three trailers. The 
telephone subscribers say the 
trailers are not adequately pro­ 
tected from the area’s damp, 
salt air and that, consequently, 
the equipment corrodes faster 
than it can be repaired. 
They also want the utility to 
provide them a contemporary 
automatic billing system to re­ 
place the current system under 
which an operator breaks in on 
any long distance calls to ask 
the phone number of the caller. 
Residents say this has creat­ 
ed a most annoying problem 
because it makes it easy for 
anyone to charge such calls to 
someone else. 
Until the automatic system is 
installed, they believe the com­ 
pany should assist subscribers 
to determine which long dis­ 
tance calls are theirs by listing 
on thier bills —along with the 
numbers called — the owners of 
those phones called. 
The testim ony began with 
Joan Reutinger who said that, 
in her three years in Stinson 
Beach, she has had more trou­ 
ble with her telephone than in 
the previous 30 years as a 
subscriber. She said her phone 
was frequently completely dead 
and that it was often impossible 
to reach the operator or dial out 
of town when the phone was 
alive. 
Others told similar stories of 
frequent service disruptions 
Gordon Purser said, “ We re 
frequently cut off for the whole 
day without knowing it. Condi­ 
tions are really intolerable.” 
(During the noon recess an 
Independent-Journal 
reporter 
tried to call Bolinas. After three 
unsuccessful attempts, during 
which a loud wailing cam e 
from the phone after the num­ 
ber was dialed, it was finally 
necessary to ask the operator 
for assistance.) 
Col George H. White, chief of 
the community’s volunteer fire 
departm ent, com plained that 
persons calling the fire depart­ 
ment or its ambulance in em er­ 
gencies often have trouble 
reaching them. 
“The phone will give one 
quick ring and I will pick it up 
and there’s no one on the line,” 
he said. 
White went on to say the 
company’s “ primitive, out-of- 
date equipment” would not ac­ 
commodate more than 10 fire 
phones in the community, with 
the result that when a fire 
alarm sounds, phones in the 
homes of only 10 volunteer fire­ 
fighters w ill nng automatically 


Because the volunteers are 
often out, White said the situa­ 
tion is potentially dangerous 
and the departm ent really 
needs more phones. “ Someday 
the fire phones will nng and no 
one will be home in those 10 
houses, he said. “ If it’s a seri­ 
ous fire, we might have loss of 
life or property dam age.” 


He said com pany officials 
ahve told him the present sys­ 
tem will not support more fire 
phones. 
White, a former district su­ 
pervisor for the Federal Bureau 
of Narcotics, concluded: “I ’ve 
had telephone experience all 
i>ver the world and this is the 
worst service I’ve encountered. 


Almost' everyone who testi­ 
fied complained bitterly of un­ 
authorized calls on their bills, 
due, they said, to the lack of 
automatic billing. They were 
ired because the company ex­ 
pects them to do the often 
im possible task of sorting 
through the calls to determine 
which are theirs and which are 
not. 


Mrs. Walden Raymond sub­ 
mitted as evidence a bill for the 
month of August. Dunng the 
entire billing period the family 
had been on vacation and no 
call was made from the phone, 
she testified. 
Yet the bill 
showed 15 long distance calls 
charged to her unlisted num­ 


ber. including calls to Southern 
California. 
Barbara Zimmerman, wife of 
a Point Reyes veterinarian, told 
of the great difficulty in deter­ 
mining legitimate calls on of­ 
fice bills which may run up to 
19 pages. 
Dieter charged that residents 
in the 868 exchanges are treat­ 
ed inequitably because their 
free dialing area is limited to 
four exchanges and a few thou­ 
sand phones. Residents in Bel 
vedere, who pay similar month­ 
ly charges, have free access to 
98 exchanges and tens of thou­ 
sands of phones, he said, and 
suggested the company deter­ 
mine its free dialing areas by 
the number of phones, rather 
than the geographic rea 
Dieter accused the company 
of having “a tunnel vision eco­ 
nomic policy,” saying it would, 
in the long run, cost the compa­ 
ny less to construct a building 
to house equipment because the 
cost of heavy m aintenance 
would be diminished. “ A new 
phone system would be just as 
good for the company as for 
us.” he said. 
D ieter also called W arren 
Eaker, deputy zoning adminis- 


trator for the county planning 
department, who testified that 
the company has already ap­ 
plied to the county to build a 
small shed to house the trailers. 
Dieter contended such a shed 
would be inadequate to solve 
the many problems. “ I can’t 
believe that, in the face of all 
these complaints, the company 
is planning to do just a beautifi­ 
cation project that sim ply 
makes the place look better.” 
Hugh Dougherty, a Stinson 
Beach attorney, said the com­ 
pany and been insensitive to the 
wishes of the community by 
doing nothing to lessen the pro­ 
liferation of overhead lines in 
the downtown area and along 
the Bolinas Lagoon. He said 
that the lagoon lines and poles 
could easily be combined with 
those of Radio Corporation of 
America lines and poles which 
also run beside the lagoon. 
Telephone company officials 
were to present their case at 
today’s hearing. When testimo­ 
ny is completed, Boneysteele 
will prepare findings and rec­ 
ommendations which will then 
be presented to the utilities 
com m ission for final judge­ 
ment. 


New System 
Sought For 
Hitchhiking 


SACRAMENTO, Calif. (UPI) 
—A newly formed California 
hitchhiking lobby wants the leg­ 
islature to adopt the “ Polish 
m odel,” 
where 
riders 
are 
checked for criminal records 
and drivers receive coupons for 
giving hitchhikers a lift. 


At a news conference Tues­ 
day conducted at a busy free­ 
way ramp, lobby leaders said 
the proposal would include a 
statewide youth hostel system 
to provide inexpensive over­ 
night accommodations —a sys­ 
tem which is very popular in 
Europe. 
The young lobbyists said 
hitchhiking should be recog­ 
nized as a legitimate mode of 
travel that is as safe as other 
kinds of human activity. 
They also called for defeat of 
a Senate-passed measure by 
Sen. Lawrence Walsh, D-Hun- 
tington Park, that would ban 
hitchhiking at many freeway 
ramps. 
Richard Vega of San Diego 
said the “ingenious” Polish sys­ 
tem could be adapted easily for 
California if approved by the 
1973 legislature. 
He explained that hitchhikers 
would pay a few dollars to 
enter the voluntary program. If 


the applicant wasn’t a criminal 
or a former mental patient, he 
or she would be issued a coupon 
booklet. 
The coupons, indicating the 
rider was “safe,” would be 
given to drivers on the basis of 
how many miles they drove the 
hitchhiker. If a driver was 
lucky, he then would win a 
contest prize if his coupon num­ 
ber was a winner. 
Vega said surplus money 
would be used to finance the 
hostel system and also provide 
insurance on the hitchhikers. 
“There’s a little something in 
the plan for everybody,” said 
Vega, who drove to the news 


conference from San Diego, but 
said he made a point to pickup 
hitchhikers along the way.

10 Years Before The Mast 


Woman 
With A 
Camera 
Marin 


By PAT BALMES 
Marine photographer Diane 
Beeston for 
10 years has 
worked from her boat’s flying 
bridge, enduring heavy San 
Francisco Bay w eather and 
lending dram a to her yachting 
photographs. 
The years of shooting regat­ 
tas have taught Miss Beeston to 
anticipate a skipper’s tactical 
m aneuvers and position the 
Golden Fleece, her 27-foot pow­ 
er boat, to capture the action. 


During a race the tall, wind- 
b u rned p h o to g ra p h e r often 
lurks at the hazardous spots in 
attem pts to capture a yachting 
miscue on film. 
She has recorded bay sail­ 
ing’s violence, beauty and hu­ 
mor in her oversized picture 
book, “Of Wind, Fog and Sail,” 
recently published by Chronicle 
Books. 


A pioneer in commercial sail­ 
boat photography when she be­ 
gan her work in 1962, Diane 
Beeston works full-time on the 
bay, owns a house with a dark­ 
room in San Francisco and has 
her boat, friends and fun at'San 
Francisco Yacht Club in Belve­ 
dere. 
“ It’s physically hard work 
and wet. You learn to keep 
w ell,” said the 42-year-old 
woman who photographs on the 
bay every weekend from April 
to Septem ber and on some 
weekdays for special races or 
commissions. 


SHE KEEPS three cameras 
loaded and ready, one for black 
and white, one for color and one 
for emergencies. 
Diane usually works on spec­ 
ulation, mailing her carefully 
cropped proofs to boatowners 
or magazines which have pur­ 
chased hundreds of pictures. 
“ I work until I am finished 
after a day photographing 
races on the bay. The magazine 
stuff on spec I get right out. 
You get to know what m aga­ 
zines want; some like thrills 
and spills,” she said. 
Two Belvedere friends alter­ 
nate piloting the Golden Fleece 
while she photographs. Crew 
Margaret Rumsey has sailed 
all her life. Susie Mitchell Mill­ 
er takes the wheel while her 
husband 
Sheldon crew s in 
races. 
“A woman is not able physi­ 
cally to crew on the big boats in 
races. It’s so much more fun to 
watch. I fell off the first sail­ 
boat I went out on. To this day I 
cannot sail a boat,” she said. 
The bay is ideal for marine 
photography; dependable winds 
blow at 25 to 30 knots every day 
and the city offers dramatic 
backgrounds, she says. 
After October, the wind die« 
and overcast makes contrast 
poor until April, so she turns 
her lens on crashing surf along

the coast. And last winter, she 
held three shows. 


BECAUSE THE tim e for 
C hristm as gift-giving is ap­ 
proaching, Miss Beeston disci­ 
plines herself to work in her 
darkroom when she would rath­ 
er “rattle oil paints,” play golf 
or tennis or enjoy entertain­ 
ment with M arin yachting 
friends. She prefers Marin’s 
m ore casual life-style and

hopes to live in Belvedere 
someday, she said. 
Her social life must be flexi­ 
ble; she m ust be available 
should a call come for prints or 
a commission. 
“ You never know who may 
call now that people have heard 
of me,” she said. 
Publisher Phelps Dewey of 
Tiburon looked through her 
work for a picture three years 
ago, commenting that if he ever 


wanted to do a book on sail­ 
boats he knew where to come. 
Recently he surprised her with 
a phone call, saying, ‘‘I ’m 
ready to do that book now.” 


One of the best ways to make 
money in photography is to sell 
in quantity, Miss Beeston said. 
“ I knew an appointment cal­ 
endar with sailing pictures was 
a good idea, but I am the 
world’s worst salesm an,” she 
said. So she chose a college 
student, Ron Steinau of Belve­ 
dere, as her sales representa­ 
tive. 
At her tiny darkroom, “which 
people would not believe,” she 
develops her own work “ so I 
would not want to kill an em ­ 
ployee who wrecked a job.” She 
sends out only color and big 
photomurals. 


The 16-by-20-inch trays are on 
the floor and “sometimes I step 
in them ,” said Miss Beeston. If 
the print is over 11 by 14 inches 
she washes it in her bathtub. 


SELF-TAUGHT, she learned 
the technical part from a tennis 
partner. No one can tell a 
person how to compose a pic­ 
ture, she said. 


“ It’s like cooking, you put in 
a little more salt. In develop­ 
ing, you just rub it a little,” she 
said. 
A refreshing change from her 
darkroom work is 
baking, 
painting and marketing whimsi­ 
cal Christmas tree decorations. 
“ I was always totally artisti­ 
cally inclined,” she said. She is 
a serious student of marine oil 
painting —perhaps a future ca­ 
reer. 
She was born in Batavia, 
Java (now Djakarta, Indone­ 
sia), in 1929. Anticipating World 
War II, her English father, vice 
president of a shipping line, 
brought his American wife, son 
and daughter to San Francisco 
where he had a job offer from 
an export firm. But he found 
the depression instead. 


MISS BEESTON attended 
Katherine Burke School in San 
Francisco “in genteel poverty” 
and graduated from University 
of California. 
She supported her parents 
until they died in 1966. At first, 
she worked in the purchasing 
departm ent of California Pack­ 
ing Co. and learned photogra­ 
phy in her spare time. Finding 
her new hobby expensive, she 
began 
taking 
pictures 
of 
friends’ children. 
In 1954 she became medical 
photographer for the University 
of California, San Francisco, 
opthalmology department. 
Later she was put in charge 
of photography “from the top of 
the head to the tip of the toe.” 
It was excitin" at first, but it 
got boring, shv said. 
Her office ii. the old clinic, 
circa 1880, was dingy. She was 
attracted to sailboats because 
of their beauty and took their 
pictures from shore to brighten 
her office. 
Nobody was doing sailboat 
photography in 1962 when she 
began taking boating pictures 
on weekends.

He had had little contact with 
death until serving on the em er­ 
gency ward at the beginning of 
his internship, he told an audi­ 
ence last night in College of 
Marin’s Olney Hall. Shatkin dis­ 
cussed the stresses he has felt 
as a physician, positive changes 
caused by those stresses and 
the kind of work he does. His 
talk was the fourth in the se­ 
ries. “SOS — Stress in Our 
Society,” presented by the Ma­ 
rin Association for Mental 
Health and by the college. 
“ Death is a nemisis to an 
intern,” Shatkin said, and ev­ 
erywhere he went in the hospi­ 
tal he was pulling curtains and 
being confronted with patients 
suffering terminal diseases. His 
discomfort with death led him 
to pediatrics, he said. 


“I THOUGHT pediatrics was 
wonderful. After all, don’t all 


Efforts Lead 
To Better Jobs 


Recent efforts to improve the 
social and economic status of 
workers of minority races have 
led to better jobs and higher 
earnings for some m inority 
workers, according to a report 
by the U.S. Department of La­ 
bor, Em ploym ent Standards 
Administration. 
Between 1960 and 1971 the 
proportion of all minority wom­ 
en workers employed in profes­ 
sional and technical jobs rose 
from 6 to 11 per cent, and the 
proportion in clerical jobs rose 
from 9 to 22 per cent Over the 
same 11-year-period the propor­ 
tion in private household work 
decreased from 35 to 17 per 
cent. 
The median wage of minority 
women employed full-time rose 
from $2,372 in 1960 to $4,674 in 
1970.

the patients get w ell?’ 
he 
asked rhetorically. 
In the beginning years of his 
pediatric practice he diagnosed 
a 4-year-old girl as having leu­ 
kemia. 
“ She was the fifth child and 
only daughter of a college stu­ 
dent, and her illness caused a 
severe family crisis. The fami­ 
ly’s desire, when the child’s 
death was near, was for her to 
die at home. I told them she 
should be in a hospital, but told 
them they should do what they 
want.” 
He described the desperate 
situation when the child died at 
home and he found the fire 
department there attempting to 
revive her. 
Attending the child’s eulogy 
he discovered that the friends 
of the parents were angry with 
him. 
“ I later learned that the fam ­ 
ily friends couldn’t accept the 
child’s death, were angry and 
depressed and needed someone 
to blame.” 


THIS IS one of the experi­ 
ences that brought him to the 
realization that when a death 
occurs, the person suffering the 
loss must let go, feel pain and 
go through a mourning stage. 
Now on the staff at the Uni­ 
versity of California at Davis, 
Shatkin treats clinical patients 
as well as conducting group 
sessions with pediatric nurses. 
In his clinical work he sees 
neglected and abandoned chil­ 
dren who have been abused by 
their parents. Of prime interest 
to him.he said, is the parent 
who has battered the child. 
An attempt is made to reach 
out to the troubled parent, but 
these 
attem pts 
are 
often 
thwarted because a lawman ar- 
ives and arrests the parents. 
Often in these cases the chil­ 
dren eventually go back to the 
home, where there has been no 
counseling, only to return to the 
hospital battered again, he 
said. 
The next in the series will be 
held Tuesday night in Olney 
Hall. Dr. Philip Hicks, a Marin 
County psychiatrist, will dis­ 
cuss the stresses involved with 
adolescence.

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11 Welfare Cases Eloper's 
Land Value 
Is Reduced 
Reported Tinged 


The Marin County Depart­ 
ment of Public Social Services 
reported yesterday a prelimi 
nary check of 30 child support 
welfare cases found 11 tinged 
with fraud — seven serious 
enough for referral to the dis­ 
trict attorney’s office. 
According to Betty L. Pres­ 
ley, welfare director, the cases 
were found as a result of the 
state’s new computerized 
crackdown on welfare cheats. 
Statewide, welfare officials 
have found a 41 per cent inst­ 
ance of apparent fraud among 
recipients in the top 10 per cent 
income bracket receiving Aid tc 
Families With Dependent Chil­ 
dren (AFDC). Marin’s 11 cases 
fall within that category, too. 
The controversial new pro­ 
gram is a cross-check of wel­ 
fare recipients’ unemployment 
compensation records with wel­ 
fare records. It is called “ earn­ 
ings clearance system” and 
was fought in the courts for 
months by the Golden Gate 
Welfare Rights Organiza­ 
tion.The group claimed inva­ 
sion of privacy. 
Miss Presley, in a memoran­ 
dum to Asst. County Adminis­ 


trator Thomas F. Campanella, 
said the county’s 11 cases span 
a three-month period from Oc­ 
tober to December 1971. 
She said the four cases not 
referred to the district attorney 
involved discrepancies of less 
than $100. 
A larger batch of about 580 
cases is now being cross 
checked in the same manner, 
she wrote, though unsure when 
the investigation would con­ 
clude. 
In all, the county had 2.392 
AFDC cases during the three- 
month test period. Not all can 
be checked under the state’s 
new program since unemploy­ 
ment records do not exist for 
all recipients. 
Miss Presley said the coun­ 
ty’s percentage of welfare chis­ 
eling can be figured in a num­ 
ber of ways. 
It totals 36 per cent if the 11 
cases are applied against the 30 
initially checked; 1.8 per cent if 
the 11 cases are applied against 
the 612 which will be checked, 
and .4 per cent if the 11 cases 
are applied against the 2,392 
caseload total for the test peri­ 
od. 


Tiburón Man Pleads 
Guilty In Conspiracy 


I-J Special Report 


INDIANAPOLIS — A Tiburon 
resident along with two others 
pleaded guilty yesterday in U.S. 
District Court to charges they 
conspired to burn down a ware­ 
house in Kenton. Ohio, in order 
to collect $420,000 in insurance. 
Admitting the crime was Wil­ 
liam Andrew Stephen Hodge, 
34, of 1845 Mar West, and L. 
Deane Shepard. 38, of Indianap­ 
olis and David R. Paicely, 46. of 
Cincinnati. 
The three plus two Indianapo­ 
lis men who pleaded guilty ear­ 
lier were accused of conspiring 
to buy a warehouse which was 
to be burned to collect insur­ 
ance money. 


Three Sets Stolen 


Burglars who smashed a win­ 
dow at the Sears and Roebuck 
store in the Red Hill Shopping 
Center tday took three large 
portable color television sets, 
according to San Anselmo po­ 
lice, who said the break-in was 
discovered about 3 a.m. 


Federal and local officials 
said they were tipped to the 
plot and Paicely was arrested 
leaving the vacant warehouse 
on July 24. 


Hodge finally surrendered 
himself in August in Indianapo­ 
lis after what police termed an 
unsuccessful attempt to flee the 
coutry. 


In addition to the warehouse 
incident, Hodge has been ac­ 
cused of stealing $28,000 in cash 
from a Napa restauranteur ear­ 
ly in August. 
He is charged with taking a 
briefcase containing the money 
from Napa restaurant owner 
Lee Carbone’s room in the Tib­ 
uron Lodge. Hodge had report­ 
edly spent the evening wining 
and dining with Carbone and 
his wife in Tiburon. 
Indiana authorities said he 
turned over some of the money 
when he turned himself in. 
Hodge is to have a probation 
report prepared before he is 
sentenced. 


A West Marin developer 
whose land was rezoned to the 
controversial A-60 classification 
has been granted a 42 per cent 
reduction in the value of'his 
property by the Marin County 
assessment Appeals Board. 


H. Morgan Noble of Marina 
Developers, Belvedere, won the 
reductio Friday, claiming the 
county’s action in rezoning his 
property had substantially re­ 
duced its value by limiting pos­ 
sible development to one dwell­ 
ing unit per 60 acres. 


The assessor’s office had list­ 
ed the market value of the 357 
acres overlooking Tómales Bav 
at $216,000. 


The appeals board, however, 
agreed in part with the develop­ 
er and slashed the value to 
$125,000. He will pay taxes on 25 


per cent of that amount. Noble 
claimed during the hearing that 
the land was worth only $35,600 
as a result of the rezoning.

Senate Deals A Severe Blow 
To Antibusing Legislation 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -The 
Seriate today dealt a second, 
perhaps fatal, blow to antibus­ 
ing legislation by refusing 
again to break a filibuster 
against it. 


For the second time in as 
many days a Dixie-led coalition 
seeking to push through the 
tough bill before Congress ad­ 
journs this weekend failed to 
muster the needed two-thirds 
majority to choke off debate. 
The bill, approved by the 
House last August and strongly 
supported by President Nixon, 
was certain to pass if it came to 
a vote. But Northern liberals 
apparently will be able to keep 
that from happening by talking 
against it. 
A third and probably final 
vote on a motion to shut off 
debate was set for Thursday. 
No further consideration of the 
bill was expected today. 
Unless backers of the tough 
House-passed antibusing bill 
win on cloture, the bill is sure 
to die this weekend, when Con­ 
gress is scheduled to quit for 
the year. 
“ I don’t think we have the 
votes for cloture today,” a 
glum Sen. Robert P. Griffin, R- 
Mich., a leader of the antibus­ 
ing bloc, said. “ It would be 
unrealistic to say it would be 
anything but a long shot. It’s a 
real uphill situation.” 
Northern liberals, wielding 
the filibuster tactic used suc­ 
cessfully by Southerners in 


years past to block civil rights 
legislation, are trying to talk 
the bill to death. They contend 
the measure—which would vir­ 
tually halt all long-distance bus­ 
ing of students as a tool for 
school desegregation—would re­ 
kindle racial strife and wipe out 
the integration gains of the last 
20 years. 


Southern senators, with some 
allies from Northern and bor­ 
der states like Griffin, had a 45- 
37 majority on Tuesday’ cloture 
vote—but they were 10 votes 
shy of the two-thirds margin 
required. 
Almost to a man, the Dixie 
bloc abandoned its tradition of 
never voting to shut off debate. 
Only Arkansas Democrats J. 
William Fulbright and Jhn L. 
McClellan voted to let debate 
continue. 
Following that vote, Nixon 
summoned Griffin and other 
leaders of the antibusing forces 
to the W'hite House for a strate­ 
gy session. They emerged to 
say the President was dispatch­ 
ing top lieutenants to Capitol 
Hill to try to change some 
minds. 
“ I am against busing, peri­ 
od.” Sen. Harry F. Byrd Jr., D- 
Va., quoted Nixon as saying. 
Though Nixon was known to 
prefer his own proposals to 
curb busing, keyed to a morato­ 
rium on court orders, those at 
the White House meeting said 
he recognizes the only chance 
to get any bill this year is for 


the Senate to accept the pend­ 
ing House measure without 
change.

Must Be Voters' November Choice

Seven candidates last night offered 
their visions of a bright future if given a 
majority of votes in the November gener­ 
al election. Incumbents defended their 
records and challengers sought flaws in 
those records. 
Tight time limits of five minutes 
apiece, however, generally limited the 
candidates to familiar ground in their 
appearance before some 200 persons in 
Dominican College's Guzman Hall. Most 
came from the student body, many ap­ 
parently attending as part of class as­ 
signment. 
The event was sponsored by the Asso­ 
ciated Students of Dominican College and 
by the League of Women Voters. 
Candidates appearing were Marin 
County Supervisor Peter R. Arrigoni Jr. 
and his challenger in the second district, 
Barbara Boxer; Michael R. Peevev and 
Gary T. Giacomini, runoff candidates 
seeking the Fourth Supervisorial District 
seat being vacated by Louis H. Baar; 
Assemblyman William T. Bagley, R-San 
Rafael, and his Democratic challenger, 
Harry Moore. The seventh was San 
Francisco Supervisor Roger Boas, Demo­ 
cratic nominee in the Sixth Congressional 
District. 
The incumbent being challenged by 
Boas, Republican William S. Mailliard of 
San Francisco, was in Washington for 
final negotiations on the proposed Golden 
Gate National Recreation Area. Boas 
acknowledged that Mailliard had to be in 
Washington for the “ very important vote 
coming up’’ on the recreation area. 
Peevey, an economist and research 
director for the California Labor Federa­ 
tion, both praised and attacked the pend­ 
ing countywide general plan. He cited it 
as “ an excellent document,” but objected 
that it “ leaves out how to get to its goals 
in many cases.” 
He suggested the county planning de­ 
partment’s staff of 24 include two econo­ 
mists to square the plan’s goals with 
economic realities. Peevey also urged 


addition of an “ environmental ombuds­ 
man” to the county staff to resolve 
conflicts between development and con­ 
servation. 
Giacomini, an attorney, uncritically 
embraced the general plan, arguing that 
“ preserving and enhancing” the environ­ 
ment was the major issue facing the 
county. 
He argued that all forms of transit, 
including trains, should be studied for 
possible use to break dependence on 
cars. Advocates of the ferry service used 
to be considered dreamers, yet it has 
returned to the bay, he noted. Advocates 
of trains also could end up proven right, 
Giacomini said. 
Arrigoni, a stockbroker, took credit for 
helping bring about what he termed “ a 
new emphasis” on preserving Marin's 
environment. During his four years in 
office, the county adopted the first county 
logging control ordinance in the state and 
the first county ordinance to control 
tideland areas, he said. 
Arrigoni said he would push again for a 
county “ consumer hotline” so consumers 
can complain directly to the county, a 
proposal that he failed to get funded 
during this year’s budget hearings. He 
also suggested expansion of driver educa­ 
tion courses in public schools to include 
how to buy a car, how to purchase 
insurance and how to understand financ­ 
ing and warranties. 
Home economics courses should in­ 
clude credit buying, carrying charges 
and interest buying, and adult education 
classes should teach simple home repairs 
for problems such as leaky faucets, 
burned out fuses and use of tools, he said. 
Mrs. Boxer, active in numerous citizen 
groups, had a less favorable view of what 
she claimed was Arrigoni’s record, in­ 
cluding approval of 20,000 housing units 
in Marin since he was elected. (The bulk 
of these units, however, were approved 
by city governments, not the county 
supervisors.) 
She also said that the past four years 


had seen the county’s crime rate rise 33 
per cent, air pollution levels rise along 
Sir Francis Drake Boulevard, and the 
county budget go up 59 per cent. She said 
“ the issue in this election is a choice 
between bureaucracy and democracy.” 
Asked from the audience if supervisors 
should serve full-time, Peevey pledged 
again he will resign from his job if 
elected. Giacomini declined to make such 
a pledge unless supervisors’ pay was 
increased from the present $14,000 to at 
least $18,000 a year. 
Mrs. Boxer said she would serve full­ 
time at the present salary, stating super­ 
visors already average $17,000 a year 
because of pay from other agencies they 
serve on as supervisors. 
Arrigoni said he was proud of combin­ 
ing public service while also holding his 
former job. “ Full-time doesn’t mean 
sitting out at the civic center from nine 
to five and harrassing department 
heads,” he said. 
Arrigoni and Mrs. Boxer also tangled 
over campaign funding when she noted 
that he had spent twice the $6,000 she 
spent in the June primary election. Arri­ 
goni said he had the disadvantage of 
having to run an expensive “ grass-roots 
campaign while she had the backing of 
“ a special intrest group.’’ apparently a 
reference to Marin Alternative, which 
she helped found. 
In the Assembly race, Moore called for 
imposing a deadline for legislative com­ 
mittees to act on bills, opening all 
committee meetings to the public, limit­ 
ing the $30 daily expense allowance for 
legislators to 180 days and requiring full 
financial disclosure by legislators. 
He said he opposed Proposition 17, 
which would restore the death penalty, 
and Proposition 22, which would bar 
secondary strikes, picketing and boy­ 
cotts. 
Moore favored Proposition 18, which 
would expand state and local control over 
materials considered obscene, and Propo­ 
sition 20, which would control use of the 


coastal zone. Of the last, he predicted, “ it 
will pass and carry me into office on its 
coattails.” He did not elaborate. 
Bagley said he also favored Proposition 
20, addin he was the swing vote in the 
ways and means committee to get a 
similar measure onto the Assembly floor. 
(It later died in the Senate.) 
Citing the state’s new premium bond 
rating. Bagley said it was made possible 
by legislation he carried last year to 
institute payroll withholding that put 
“ our fiscal house in order.” The rating 
itself saves the state millions of dollars a 
year in interest payments, he said. 
Bagley also took credit for “ saving 
Bolinas Bay," adding elective directors 
to the Golden Gate Bridge District and 
imposing a moratorium on oil drilling in 
San Francisco Bay. 
Asked their positions on abortion laws, 
Moore said present laws were adequate 
while Bagley said he would support their 
“ further liberalization” unless govern­ 
ment-sponsored family planning pro­ 
grams prove adequate in stemming un­ 
wanted births. 
Both opposed Proposition 19, which 
would remove penalties for private use of 
marijuana. Bagley said it “ sociologically 
leads to hard drugs” and Moore said too 
little was known about marijuana to 
loosen penalties against its use. 
Boas said that if elected he would open 
an office in the Marin part of his two- 
county district, adding he wanted to 
repair the “ malaise about government 
and politicians” that was interfering with 
the functioning of government. 
Noting that he had opposed the Viet­ 
nam war since 1966, Boas said Mailliard 
by contrast has been a “ defense depart­ 
ment spokesman” who consistently sup­ 
ported the war, including the invasion of 
Cambodia two years ago. 
Boas said Mailliard “ equates the main­ 
tenance of the South Vietnamese regime 
with our prestige.” 
Contrasting their “ economic priori­ 
ties," Boas said Mailliard voted to fi-

Sausalito city councilmen last night 
worked out a rough draft of a 10-point 
plan for bargaining with the Golden Gate 
Bridge District over continued use of the 
downtown ferry terminal. 
The finished draft will be formally 
introduced by the council at its Oct. 24 
meeting, then forwarded to the Golden 
Gate Bridge District board for discus­ 
sion. according to City Mgr. Albert R. St. 
Cyr. 
The city said it wants the bridge 
district to lease 320 commuter parking 
spaces near the Big G supermarket when 
more ferryboats are added to the Sausali­ 
to run, and to subsidize a city-operated 
shuttle service between the parking lot 
and the terminal in place of the current 
district shuttle buses. 
The council called for “ minimal” 
downtown terminal facilities, the fewest 
possible number of ferryboat arrivals 
and departures at the downtown termin­ 
al, routing tourist traffic to and from the 
proposed Golden Gate National Recrea­ 
tion Area via the bridge district’s future 
Larkspur terminal, and operating its 
shuttle between Sausalito and the Lark­ 
spur terminal from the northern parking 
lot rather than downtown Sausalito.

Pat Briggs, chairman of Ma­

Responding to those who had 
suggested it takes two years for 
a mayor to effectively imple­ 
ment a program, Boessenecker 
said the mayor in Mill Valley is 
not supposed to execute policy.

Councilman Robert E. Burton 
said he opposed both the reduc­ 
tion of the term and the fact 
that Mrs. Barnard was denied 
an exemption from the new 
policy. “ I’m sure it’s legal, but 
I don’t consider it particularly 
ethical,” he said. 


Hood, who had pushed for the 
one-year term since April, de­ 
fended his position after every­ 
one else finished. 
“ I ’m the villain, so I guess 
last is where I belong,” he 
began. Like Capron and Boesse- 
necker before him, he said, 
“ It’s not a matter of personali­ 
ty. There was nothing in my 
motion to infer that the mayor 
is not a fine mayor. 
"I felt that the mayor chairs 
the council meetings. She does 
not set the tone or policy of the 
city. The mayor reflects the 
tone of the council.” 
Mayor Barnard briefly said 
her reaction at the last meeting 
was spontaneous and unre­ 
hearsed. “ Actually, I was 
floored,” she said. 
She said that while she was 
pleased with the change in the 
power of appointments enacted 
in April — removing them from 
the mayor’s sole discretion — 
she thought the mayor's term 
should be two years because it 
takes time to learn the job. 
“ I just wish I'd been tele­ 
phoned the night before,” she 
concluded. 
Following the half hour dis­ 
cussion, no one on the council 
suggested that the decision be 
formally reconsidered.

FIRST IMPULSE 
West opens the queen of 
hearts, and your first impulse 
is to take your king of hearts 
while the taking is good. That’s 
fine if you then guess which 
opponent has the queen of 
clubs. If you misguess, the op­ 
ponents will take a club and 
four hearts. 
If you are good at guessing or 
if you can see through the 
backs of the cards, you can 
afford to win the first trick. But 
if you are just normal, refuse 
the first trick and all will be 
well. 
If West continues hearts, you 
will get your king. Later, you 
can finesse clubs through West. 
You won’t mind losing a club 
trick to East, since East will 
not have a heart to return. (If 
East had a third heart, the suit 
would break 4-3, and you would 
then lose only one club and 
three hearts.) 


WEST MAY SWITCH 
West may switch to a new 
suit at the second trick, but you 
will still be safe even though 
you will never win a trick with 
the king of hearts. 
For example, suppose West 
switches to a spade. You win in 
dummy with the ace of spades 
and lead the ten of clubs for a 
finesse through E ast. You 
wouldn’t mind losing that trick 
to West because you would still 
be safe against a heart contin­ 
uation from West.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPD-On 
the grounds that it violated 
constitutional rights to petition 
the 
government, a federal 
judge has dismissed a suit 
brought by a timber firm in an 
effort to prevent the Sierra 
Club from interfering in nation­ 
al forest management. 
The action thrown out Tues­ 
day by Judge Alfonso J. Zirpoli 
in U.S. District Court was a $7 
million countersuit filed by the 
Humboldt Fir Co. of Hoopa. 
Attorney John Hoffman, who 
represented the club, said the 
ruling confirmed that the rights 
of groups and individuals to 
present their views ‘‘cannot be 
strangled by specious laims of 
interference with government 
contracts.” 
The case involves the U.S. 
Forest Service’s review of road­ 
less government land's for pos­ 
sible classification as wilder­ 
ness 
areas. No logging is 
permitted in wilderness areas.

Face Goal Rushers 


The tone of the little get-together last night 
between the fans and players sounded somewhat 
like the sessions when the 49ers were having their 
lean years. 
Fielding the questions from the Marin Chapter, 
49er Goal Rushers boosters group were defensive 
end Cedrick Hardman and special teams player 
Elmer Collett. You could sense the natives were 
getting restless. Panic was about to set in. The 
49ers had been soundly beaten by the hated Los 
Angeles Rams Sunday, 31-7, and now the win-loss 
record was a mediocre 2-2. 


HARDMAN TRIED his best to make the 70 fans 
in the banquet room of Holiday Inn remember the 
S.F.ers had won a divisional championship the 
past two years. They needed this reminding. 
That's why he received a loud round of applause 
when he said, referring to Sunday’s debacle, “One 
game doesn’t make a season. Hang on to your 
Super Bowl tickets.” 
Collett, a Marin County home grown product 
who played at Tamalpais High and College of 
Marin before making a name for himself at San 
Francisco State, said “crucial mistakes” cost the 
Niners the game at Los Angeles. “Those intercep­ 
tions always hurt, and we failed to make those 
third down plays.” 
“We didn’t piay good 49er defense,” said Hard­ 
man. “They (the Rams) made the big plays, and 
Roman Gabriel called a good game. And they had 
good blocking,” 


MARILYN GREENBLAT wanted to know about 
the importance of a quarterback’s emotion during 
a game, especially that of John Brodie. Collett, 
being an offensive lineman, caught that one. 
“A quarterback has to be cool; he has to be like 
a machine,” said Elmer. “Brodie is the same guy 
20 points ahead or 20 points behind. He can’t be a 
cheer leader; that part is up to the individual, the. 
individual’s desire.” 
The same coolness doesn't need to carry over to 
the defensive captain, in this case the very 
excitable Frank Nunley, middle linebacker who 
calls the defensive plays for the 49ers. 
“Frank is very emotional,” laughed Hardman. 
“We have to pull him off a referee once in a 
while.” Is there much chatter across the lines 
between teams? came another question. “Frank 
always has a lot to say to everybody,” said 
Hardman, grinning.

Another time when the questions were getting 
into that pessimistic attitude, Hardman, a number 
one draft choice out of North Texas State, said it 
didn’t matter if you lost a game by one or 30 
points. “Sunday we lost by 24 points, but that 
won’t double our loss total. At the end of the 
season we can look back and say we lost a game. 
We will be able to say we are 12 and 2.” Applause. 
One youngster in the audience wanted to know 
which quarterbacks were the hardest for Hard­ 
man to tackle. He named Greg Landry of Detroit, 
Roger Staubach of Dallas, Fran Tarkenton of 
Minnesota and Joe Namath of the New York Jets.

When pro football adopted the 75-mile blackout 
ban on television of home games there were one 
million TV sets in the country. That was more 
than two decades ago. Now there are hundreds of 
millions of TV sets in the country and there is 
great public clamor for a lift of the ban. 


Congress is not insensitive to 
the clam or. Indeed, the presi­ 
dent himself let it be known 
through a White House spokes­ 
m an that he will sign a bill to 
end the ban if Congress sends it 
to him. 


ONE PENDING BILL in Con 
gress is a tough one that would 
end all blackouts by all sports 
— football, baseball, basketball 
and hockey. Another would bar 
hom e gam e blackouts if the 
contest is a sellout 48 hours 
before gam e time. 
Sen. John 0 . Pastore, Rhode 
Island D emocrat who is ch air­ 
m an of the Senate com m unica­ 
tions subcommittee, is author 
of the 48-hour pre-game sellout 
bill. Last week Pete Rozelle, 
pro football commissioner, ap­ 
peared before Pastore s com ­ 
mittee. 


“ H um an nature is such that 
when people get accustom ed to 
having something free they are 
not 
likely 
to be enthusiastic 
about paying for it on other 
occasions,” Rozelle testified. 


“IN MY OPINION the bill being 
here proposed would in essence 
be self-defeating. It would vir­ 
tually assure that in a period of 
a few y ears there would be no 
such 
thing as a sellout 
and 
therefore no local television. At 
the sam e time it would have 
m a d e n o n-bu yers of f o r m e r 
fans.” 


P asto re told Rozelle to “ think 
it o v er" and come up with a 
voluntary plan to end the N a­ 
tional Football League's black­ 
out policy or Congress would 
legislate it out of existence. 
Rozelle 
said 
he would think 
about it. 
Instead of stating his opinion 
and m aking the kind of tongue- 
in -c h e e k o b se rv a tio n he did 
about hum an nature. Rozelle 
should have cited facts and let 
th e m s p e a k for th e m s e lv e s . 
F acts, not opinions, invariably

minded senators. 
PERHAPS ROZELLE m o ­ 
m entarily forgot the facts of 
how it all started — the black­ 
out ban.

Electronic Ignition 
Is Very Effective 


AU the manufacturers of outboard mo­ 
tors have introduced their new 1973 lines 
and it s interesting, and gratifying, to note 
that electronic ignition is being used on 
many more engines. 
This advanced system is the best inven­ 
tion for the piston 
starter. 
engine since the self 


There seem s no doubt that 
our present piston engines will 
ultim ately be superseded by 
rotary engines of the Wankel 
type, or turbines, but the elec­ 
tronic ignition will certainly al­ 
low the piston to put up a 
longer fight. 
Electronic ignition is being 
used on m any 1973 snowmo­ 
biles, and as an option on many 
high perform ance cars. 
T housands of people have 
never heard of it, but those who 
have ask questions: 
Q. This new ignition has no 
breaker-points. How does it 
work? Is it as good as the 
people who have bought it say 
it is? 
A. Instead of breaker points 
the new ignition has a small 
copper disk rotating between 
the poles of a m agnet. Slots in 
the disk produce electric pulses 
which, through a transistor cir­ 
cuit, trigger the discharge of a 
condenser 
or 
c a p a c ito r 
to 
produce the spark across the 
points of the sparkplug. This is 
the M ercury system . In the 
Johnson, 
Evinrude system a 
rotating m agnet is used. In both 
system s there is 
nothing to 
wear, no points to burn. It’s 
probably better than the enthu­ 
siastic supporters believe it is. 
Q. What's the proper scien­ 
tific name for the system? 
A. An e lec tro n ic en g in eer 
might call it a “ m agnetic pulse- 
capacitor discharge system 
Q. Will it start an engine 
better? 
A. H ere’s a test I ran myself. 
Six sparkplugs w ere taken out 
of an outboard m otor with con­ 
ventional ignition. They were so 
fouled the engine would not run. 
They were put in an engine

Why is it so e ffec­ 
tive. ..? 
A. An engineer’s explanation 
— It does it because of a faster 
rise in the voltage (or electrical 
p re ssu re ) w hich m akes the 
spark jum p the gap. In older 
system s the current “ leaked” 
across a fouled plug before the 
pressure got high enough to 
make it jum p the gap. In the 
new ignition the gush of current 
is so fast it doesn’t have tim e to 
go anywhere but across the 
gap. 
Q. Under what names is 
electronic ignition known? 
A. Thunderbolt, Power Pulse 
or Magnapower.

Court Hears 
Debate On 
Abortion 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Senate 
Finance Committee 
moved quickly today to consi­ 
der a House-passed bill to put a 
$250 billion ceiling on spending 
this fiscal year—with the PresH 
dent authorized to make cuts to 
stay within the limits. 


But the measure encountered 
strong opposition from key 
Democratic leaders. 


Both Sen. Russell B. Long, D- 
La., chairman of the commit­ 
tee, and Senate D em ocratic 
Leader Mike Mansfield voiced 
dissatisfaction with the legisla­ 
tion which President Nixon said 
is a must if tax increases are to 
be avoided. 


The committee arranged for 
Treasury Secretary George P. 
Shultz to testify this afternoon 
on the proposal while Mansfield 
and his R epublican counter­ 
part, Sen. Hugh Scott, argued 
about it on the Senate floor. 
Mansfield said that to em­ 
power the President to cut 
spending authorized by Con­ 
gress as he wishes would be to 
make Congress “ a second-class 
branch" of government. 
“ It seriously infringes on the 
congressional power of the 
purse which under the Constitu­ 
tion is the keystone, the cap­ 
stone of congressional power,” 
he said. 
Countering, Scott said. “ It’s 
simple. If we have a spending 
limit, we don’t get a tax in­ 
crease. If we don’t have a 
spending limit, it will be Con­ 
gress’ fault that we will have to 
have a tax increase.” 
Nixon has argued he must 
have the debt ceiling to prevent 
a tax increase next year, and 
some Democrats have warned 
their colleagues that Nixon will 
harm them politically if Con­ 
gress doesn’t go along with his 
plan. 
“You’re playing with your 
own political lives and destinies 
when you vote” against the 
Nixon proposal, warned Rep. 
W ilbur Mills, D-Ark., 
who 
championed the administration 
bill. He made the statement 
Tuesday shortly before the 
House approved the bill 221-163. 
(Rep. William S. Mailliard, R- 
6th District noted for the mea­ 
sure.) 
“Nixon has got you over a 
barrel,” said Rep. Joe D. Wag- 
gonner Jr., D-La., and Rep. 
Sam Gibbons, D-Fla., said “ this 
bill has good political impact 
for the President and he’s going 
to hold it to us if we don’t vote 
him this power in a political 
year.” 


Senate Panel Moves 
On Spending Measure 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Law­ 
yers for the state of Texas, 
defending their anti-abortion 
law, contended before the Su­ 
preme Court today that life 
begins with conception — and 
from that instant on, the unborn 
fetus is a “person” as far as 
constitutional rights are con­ 
cerned. 


At issue is a law on the books 
in Texas and 30 other states 
which makes abortion a crime 
unless it is necessary to save 
the mother’s life. 


On the opposite side of the 
issue was Mrs. Sarah R. Wed- 
dington of Austin, Tex., repre­ 
senting a group of citizens 
trying to get the law over­ 
turned. She told the nine black- 
robed justices that lower court 
rulings have so far indicated a 
fetus should not be considered a 
“ person” with rights equal to 
all others. 


Robert C. Flowers, assistant 
attorney general for the state of 
Texas, said “upon conception 
we have a human being.” 


But Mrs. Weddington told the 
Court that the state has no 
“ co m p ellin g in te r e s t’’ th a t 
would justify interference with 
the “fundamental Constitution­ 
al right” of a woman to bear a 
child or not as she chooses. 
Both lawyers were questioned 
continually from the bench, 
mostly by Chief Justice Warren 
E. Burger and Justices Potter 
Stewart, Byron R. White and 
Harry A. Blackmun. Blackmun 
suggested that the medical pro­ 


fession itself is not in agree­ 
ment as to when life begins. 


White said if it begins at the 
moment of conception, as Tex­ 
as insists, the state would have 
great trouble “permitting an 
abortion for any reason.” 


Flowers responded that the 
matter would then become a 
balancing of interests. 


Mrs. Weddington, wearing a 
soft green knit suit, spoke of the 
“irreparable injury” done to a 
woman who is forced to carry 
an unwanted child. 


Health Plans 
To Remain Cool 


BLACKPOOL, England (UPI) 
— Prime Minister Edward 
Heath has made it clear he will 
maintain a cool and confident 
posture despite growing grass­ 
roots criticism in his governing 
Convervative party which con­ 
vened its annual meeting today. 
More than 3,000 delegates 
were on hand for the opening of 
the party’s rank-and-file con­ 
vention. 
Resolutions for debate voiced 
concern about inflation, unem­ 
ployment, growing violence in 
the cities, the continuing North­ 
ern Ireland crisis, and the in­ 
flux, now well under way, of 
thousands of Asian holders of 
British passports expelled from 
Uganda. 
Heath was not scheduled to 
address the convention until 
Saturday. 


Pot-ln-Jail 
Suspect Is 
Bound Over 


Eugene Milton Paine, 18, of 
Vacaville, was bound over yes­ 
terday to Marin Superior Court 
on a charge of having mari­ 
juana inside Marin County Jail, 
but the case of a codefendant 
was continued until tomorrow 
in order to schedule a new date 
for preliminary hearing. 


Judge Gary W. Thomas of 
Marin Municipal Court ordered 
Paine to appear in the higher 
court Monday, but continued 
the case of Robert Elton Yates, 
18, of San Rafael, when the 
public defender said he cannot 
defend both because of a con­ 
flict. 


The two were arrested Sept. 
30 after a sheriff’s deputy 
smelled what he thought was 
marijuana and found a small 
bag of possible marijuana in 
their cell. 


Paine was in jail at the time 
for driving without a license, 
but was released daily on work 
furlough. Yates was then serv­ 
ing a sentence for burglary, but 
was allowed to attehd classes at 
College of Marin.

Watson Initiative 
Not Tax Reduction 


Californians are being bom­ 
barded pro and con on the 
Watson Initiative (Proposition 
14). 
Advocates of Proposition 14 
are telling us that it will “ cut 
your property tax bill 40 per 
cent. Only you can vote tax 
relief!” they are shouting. 
These proponents include the 
California Real Estate Associa­ 
tion, Farm Bureau Federation, 
Cattlemen’s Association, State 
Association of County Asses­ 
sors, and various apartment 
house and homeowner groups, 
plus some boards of supervi­ 
sors and chambers of com­ 
merce. 


Opponents are telling us that 
Proposition 14 will increase 
sales taxes by 40 per cent, 
double some consumer taxes, 
reduce school support by $700 
million and eliminate local con­ 
trol over school finance, and 
create deficits totaling one bil­ 
lion dollars or more statewide. 
These opponents include the 
League of California Cities, 
League of Women Voters, Cali­ 
fornia Teachers Association, 
California School Boards Asso­ 
ciation, California Council of 
Parents and Teachers, County 
Supervisors Association of Cali­ 
fornia, and many other groups 
— including boards of supervi­ 
sors, chambers of commerce 
and homeowner associations. 


WHO, THEN, can we be­ 
lieve? 
Perhaps it’s wiser to forget 
who is for and who is against 
and what they say and look at 
Proposition 14 itself. 
This 
p ro p o sitio n 
would 
amend the state constitution to 
limit the property tax to 1.75 
per cent of market value, ex­ 
cept for payment of debts. 
To arrive at this percentage, 
it sets limits on the tax rate per 
$100 assessed valuation for $2 
for a county, $2 for a city, $2 
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for schools, 50 cents for all 
intra-county agencies in any 
county, and 50 cents for all 
inter-county agencies. These 
add up to $7. On the present 
assessment ratio of 25 per cent 
of market value, that repre­ 
sents 1.75 per cent of the m ar­ 
ket value. 


THIS WOULD NOT produce 
enough money. So Proposition 
14 provides that the state would 
take over all welfare costs and 
would increase its school sup­ 
port to $825 per pupil. 
To do this, Proposition 14 
would add two cents to the 
sales tax, increase the ciga­ 
rette tax to 20 cents per pack, 
sharply increase the tax on 
alcoholic beverages, and apply 
a few new taxes. 
This 
still 
would 
not 
be 
enough. Opponents say there 
would still be deficits, state­ 
wide, totaling one billion dol­ 
lars or more. Proponents admit 
there would be deficits, but say 
they’d be much smaller. 


THERE ARE TWO simple 
ways to escape the bind: 
The Legislature can increase 
the state income tax. No doubt 
it will do so. 
County assessors can jack up 
their appraisals of “ fair m ar­ 
ket value.” No doubt they will 
do so. 
If Proposition 14 is passed, 
your property tax bills will not 
be cut 40 per cent. The schools 
will not go bankrupt. There will 
not be statewide deficits. None 
of the things predicted by ei­ 
ther side will happen. 
You will simply pay more 
taxes to the state and maybe a 
little less to the county — and 
lose all local control of schools 
in the bargain. 
Not such a good bargain! 
Proposition 14 changes the 
tax setup. It does not reduce 
taxes. It does not deserve pas­ 
sage. 


State's Legal Advocates 


— For Ponderers And Pot ^

When I was a kid. back on the farm, a 
lawyer was someone to look up to He 
was a pillar of the community; usually 
on the school board or the county free­ 
holders or a deacon in the church When 
things got messed up. John Q. Esquire 
could be counted on to straighten them 
out. 
I must say that I am not inclined to 
look up to lawyers today. At least, not the 
ones in the California State Bar Associa­ 
tion. 
At its recent gathering the State Bar’s 
Conference of Delegates embraced pros­ 
titution. pimps and pot — among other 
things. 
The delegates endorsed the legalization 
and licensing of prostitutes and houses of 
prostitution They also sanctioned a 15 
per cent commission for pimps who 
pander and provide certain services and 
supplies to the ladies of the evening. 
The central argument in favor of en­ 
dorsing prostitution and pandering was 
that as long as such activities are illegal, 
it forces young women into a life of 
crime. Some reasoning, that! It suggests 
that the way to abolish crime is to 
abolish law 


THE BARRISTERS did not stop there 
They also gave their vote of approval to 
f’roposjfion 19 — the initiative that would 
decriminalize the growing and the use of 
marijuana. 
They did. indeed, go further They also 
sanctioned the sale of m arijuana on the 
open market Pot. said the pillars of the 
bar, should be legalized and licensed by 
the state and sold under the same con­ 
trols as beer and wine 
I must assume that these delegates of 
the law have their own vision of some 
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brave new world — some future society 
wherein whores flaunt the state's seal of 
good housekeeping and 
marijuana is 
avilable across the counter. The state, of 
course, would reap the monetary rewards 
for sponsoring such degradation. 
Well, the state is I, by proxy. And I 
want no income derived from peddling 
flesh or pushing pot. These lawyers move 
in the wrong direction; liberty is what we 
need more of, not license. 
1 do not like the future they envision. It 
smacks of Dante’s inferno in living color. 
And in that I see no future at all. 


THERE ARE. to be sure, many fine 
attorneys in this state. They want no part 
of what the Conference of Bar Delegates 
espoused on these issues. 
These men of morals are quick to point 
out that the actions of the conference are 
not binding on the bar's board of gover­ 
nors and should not be considered official 
policy. 
Be that as it may, the fact 
remains the public is correct in its 
impression that the California State Bar 
Association is sliding downhill. I have not 
seen or heard of any barrister demanding 
to be disassociated from the delegates’ 
actions. 
There was a time hen the bar con­ 
cerned itself with substantive legal mat­ 
ters, with questions of justice and de­ 
bates on equity and polity. Now it seems, 
the bar spends much of its time on 
“ social action” — working to remove 
stigma from those activities which socie­ 
ty, in its own defense, has held to be 
immoral and improper.

1970-71, 299.82; 
1971-72, 327.87. 
Two years ago this council reduced 
their salaries from $1,50 per month to $25 
per meeting with a maximum of $75 per 
month. 
In terms of council spending practices

Cable TV Change 
Wanted Now, Not Later 


On behalf of the Corte Madera Citizens 
Committee on Communications and Citi­ 
zen Participation. I would like to thank 
you for your excellent coverage of our 
Town Meeting Sept. 30. 


I would like to offer a correction to 
your statement of the cable television 
resolution adopted at that meeting. First, 
the resolution asked the town council to 
amend its current CATV ordinance and 
franchise agreement with Tele-vue Sys­ 
tems of Marin now - not when the present 
franchise expires in February of 1975. 
Second, the resolution called for two to 
four hours per day - not four hours. 
Under present FCC regulations, Tele- 
vue will be required to provide at least 
one channel of public access program­ 
ming on a 24-hour per day basis when the 
present franchise agreement expires in 
February, 1975. This requirement applies 
not only to Corte Madera, but to all towns 
and unincorporated areas of the county. 
The due date s either when present 
franchises expire or March 1, 
1977; 
whichever is sooner. 
We would urge residents of other towns 
in the county to investigate the potential 
of public access to cable television as a 
means of improving communications and 
citizen participation in their communi­ 
ties. If we do not begin comprehensive 
communications planning now, we are 
going to be faced with a big mess in two 
or three years.

Called Realistic 


The most striking fact brought ou in 
Marin’s Phase II balanced transportation 
report is that San Francisco commuters 
account for only one seventh of the peak 
hour traffic on the county’s streets and 
freeways. The message is clear: if Marin 
is to avoid turning into an asphalt and 
concrete lined sm ogsville like Santa 
Clara and San Mateo counties, we’ve got 
to find a way to reduce or stop the 
growth of local traffic.

The Antinoise Industry Meets 
Amid The Clash Of Decibles 


WASHINGTON — The malady spread 
insidiously over the civilized world. 
Month by month, its victims lay awake 
nights twitching with nerves, tried and 
failed to concentrate at work, cursed 
each other and the world around them, 
blamed other innocent diseases for their 
symptoms. 
Frequently it crossed the 
threshold of pain, and in places where 
people gathered in great masses it be­ 
came intolerable. Yet only gradually did 
either layman or specialist realize what 
it was, or how serious it was. 
True, in Baltimore there were com­ 
plaints about unnecessary noise at least 
as early as 1914. Ten years later, the 
Women’s Civil League began a campaign 
against: (1) noise in hospital zones; (2) 
noise from heavy vehicles; 
(3) open 
mufflers; (4) motorcycles; (5) horns; (6) 
loose streetcar gear; (7) early-morning 
newsboys and hucksters; (8) ringing 
bells; (9) train and factory whistles, and 
(10) clanging garbage cans. But the chief 
police inspector sent out some of his boys 
and concluded that all that was needed 
was a little diplomacy. Baltimore, then a 
city of about three-quarters of a million 
persons, was “noiseless,” the good in­ 
spector reported. 


THAT IS APPROXIMATELY how it 
went in every metropolitan area in the 
country for another 40 years or so. Only

Since then it has grown so 
tal hardly a city is without its antinoise 
crusade, and hardly a maker of scientific 
equipment has failed to branch out into 
the burgeoning field of noise detection, 
measurement, analysis and prevention. 
Thus some 1,200 specialists convened 
here the other day to present and discuss 
papers on every aspect of this new noise 
consciousness. They came from England, 
France, Russia, Canada. Germany, Den­ 
mark, Sweden and nearly every state in 
the Union, and they went into the acousti­ 
cal design of a low-pressure loss-atten­ 
uating bend for noise control in air- 
conditioning distribution duct systems, 
application of the coherence function to 
acoustic noise measurements, transient 
and steady-state sound absorption co­ 
efficients of fiberglass and polyurethane 
foam, and at least 88 other subjects. 
They were pleased by the news that 
states like California. Hawaii, New York, 
Colorado and Minnesota have passed 
strong noise-control laws, and that cities 
like Chicago, Boston and New York have 
such measures in operation, and Balti­ 
more and Washington have them in 
process. 
They knowingly examined a hallful of 
decibel meters, oscilloscopes, ear muffs, 
plastic insulation /and other industrial 
responses to the situation. Perhaps on 
that basis, they warned that noise mea­ 
surement standards and methods are still 
in the exploratory stage. And they 
seemed unanimous in urging Congress to 
move into the noise-law field. The House 
already has passed a comprehensive bill 
by a broad margin, but at this writing 
the Senate still had not acted, and the 
chance of its voting and then House- 
Senate differences being worked out nar­ 
row with each day of the adjournment 
rush. 


ALTOGETHER the experts’ presence 
here and their expertise, the belated 
degree to which they have made noise 
control yet another high-growth industry, 
was testimony to the remarkable ability 
of modern civilization to move against a 
problem once it is backed against the 
wall and there is no other way out. 
It was heart lifting to leave the conven­ 
tion hotel knowing that great technical 
and social forces both at last were 
aligned against the old insidious foe. It 
was inspirational food for thought while 
being lulled by; (1) heavy vehicles; (2) 
open mufflers; (3) motorcycles; (4) horns;

The Novato City Council set 
some kind of a record at its 
meeting last week. Some m eet­ 
ings have gone longer than the 
2 a.m. record set, others have 
attracted bigger crowds, but 
this one was six hours of hag­ 
gling and im portant decisions. 
One item was the purchase of 
the Richard Connell property at 
1531 South Novato Boulevard 
for $45,000. When, and if, Hill 
Road is extended through the 
Paul Pickart property, the Con­ 
nell property could link Hill 
Road to South Novato Boule­ 
vard. 
Residents of Hill Road do not 
want that street made into a 
m ajor collector and many of 
them 
atten d e d 
the council 
meeting. However, the council 
would not allow the Hill Road 
question to be linked to pur­ 
chase of the Connell property. 
That caused quite a ruckus at 
the meeting.

Clark M. P alm er Jr. explained 
the recent decision of the state 
Supreme Court that all projects 
m ust have an environm ental 
im pact study before a building 
perm it can be issued, Council­ 


man George C. Quesada got in 
a lick against the freeway by­ 
pass. 


He ordered the city and coun­ 
ty attorneys to stop the con­ 
struction of the bypass. Palm er 
told him that public projects 
already have had to have the 
study of environm ental im pact 
approved. 
Then on the question of where 
the second city-owned swim ­ 
ming pool should be located, 
the council placed first choice 
on land adjacent to San Marin 
High School on the west, or 
second choice on the high 
school site. 
The council wanted the en­ 
dorsement of the Novato School 
D istrict 
board. 
The 
school 
board, 
meeting at the sam e 
time, stallej on giving its en­ 
dorsement of the $500,000 bond 
issue on the Nov. 7 general 
election, waiting on the city 
council’s decision. 
No one mentioned the possi­ 
bility of putting it in Pioneer 
Memorial Park, which is near­ 
er the center of* the city. 
There was such a large crowd 
that people in the hall and 
lobby of the Community house 


could not hear the proceedings 
inside the council chambers. 
Finally Mayor F. Wayne Sar- 
tain asked everyone to vacate 
the council chambers who did 
not have an interest in a partic­ 
ular item on the agenda so that 
those on the outside who did, 
could get into the chambers. 


When that failed, the council 
moved its m eeting into the 
main auditorium of the Com­ 
munity House.

It calls for trial in four school 
districts of an “ abstract, con­ 
ceptually oriented“ m athem at­ 
ics teaching program , which it 
describes in some detail. The 
description fits precisely what 
is known as Project SEED (Spe­ 
cial Elem entary Education for 
the Disadvantaged», originated 
and 
prom oted 
by 
W illia 
Johntz. 


THE CALIFO RN IA M athe­ 
m atics Council, 
m ade up of 
math teachers throughout the 
state, 
opposed 
the 
bill. The 
council 
contended th a t the 
SEED approach already had 
received am ple testing and that 


money to im prove m athem atics 
in stru ctio n could be put to 
much better use. 
In a June 16 letter to Gov. 
Ronald Reagan, the president 
af the council’s northern sec­ 
tion, Harold D. Taylor of San 
Mateo, wrote: 
“ Since a program sim ilar to 
the one described in AB 1644 
has been in operation in 22 
school districts for three years 
under the title of ‘P ro je c t 
SEED’ at a cost of $350,000 per 
year, the ideas suggested have 
alre ad y been experim entally- 
tested. ” 


Among objections raised by 
Taylor and presidents of the 
other two sections of the Cali­ 
fornia M ath em atics Council 
was introduction into classroom 
in stru ctio n of “ m a th em atics 
specialists” defined in the bill 
as anyone ‘who has at least the 
equivalent of 36 sem ester hour 
credits in m athem atics.” The 
rate of pay for these specialists, 
under the b ill’s provisions, 
:ould be $22,500 per year for a 
îalftim e (20-hour week) job. 


COUNCIL LEADERS also ex- 
oressed their objections to state 
Sen. Albest S. Rodda, D-Sacra- 


mento, chairm an of the Senate 
Education Committee The bill, 
aowever, was whisked through 
both houses and signed by the 
governor. 


Rodda, in replying to Taylor’s 
letter, agree j that the program 
:s “ identical to that of Project 
SEED” and continued: “ I have 
lalked with Dr. Johntz, who is 
promoting this program , and I 
nave observed several sessions 
of SEED m ath instruction on a 
demonstration 
basis.
